Most growers seemed favorable 
to a $2.70 basis for a nine-hour 
day, with some adjustment to be 
made for the number of boxes 
picked. Strikers yesterday de¬ 
manded a $3 per day wage basis, 
plus 2 cents a box. 

Growers also were reported as 
approving free transportation, ab¬ 
olition of the bonus system, and 
free picking equipment—original 
demands of the strikers—but were 
firmly opposed to recognition of 
the agricultural workers union.

"In some cases I have found the 
under side of leaves thick with 
aphis,” said Confer. "Because 
they multiply so rapidly I suggest 
treatment when growers find an 
average of from eight to 10 or 
even six to eight aphis to the leaf 
in their groves.” 

Danger of the pests. Confer said, 
lies in the fact that they suck the 
sap of the trees, seriously weak¬ 
ening them so that they are unable 
to stand extreme heat. Aphis may 
interfere with proper maturing of 
the present crop and damage the 
set of buds for the following sea¬ 
son. 

Mature in August 

Orange county’s walnut crop, 
which last year totaled 7500 tons, 
is expected to be lighter this year 
in view of a state estimate of 86 
per cent of the 1935 crop. Confer

Defended Communist

Battle Begins

better said the man replied with a 
shot from an automatic pistol.

Orange county is back to nor¬ 
mal, according to Tax Collector 
John Lamb’s official figures. 

He announced today that 94.09 
per cent of all taxes charged 
against the county had been col¬ 
lected for past fiscal year. This 
amounts to $4,482,731.22, leaving 
a delinquency of only 5.91 per 
cent, or $299,r37.64. 

To this delinquency, if and when 
collected, will be added $39,255.60 
in interest, costs and penalties. 

Delinquent property, on which 
taxes remain unpaid for five 
years, technically is deeded to the 
state, Lamb said, which in turn 
then can lease it to private per¬ 
sons, who pay a nominal sum per 
year for it, but stand to lose pos¬ 
session as soon as the original 
owner starts paying off delin- 


Properly ventilated a room has 
a sort of figure-eight flow of fresh 
air, coming In from the windows, 
deflected toward the ceiling 
swooping down to the floor, and 
billowing out the door.

They are not efficient. Chances 
are many an operator gets cold 
feet when taking a glance over 
the work piled up for the next 
four months in Lamb's office, but 
that isn’t the kind of cold feet 
the tax collector means. 

Tells Reasons 

He is referring to chilled feet, 
coming from improper ventilation. 

"If your head's hot and your 
feet are cold you get a sniffle, 
and a sniffle detracts from your 
business, and our fig-ures suffer, 
and then you suffer, and I suf¬ 
fer,” John Lamb said. “All this 
supposing you work for me.” 

You wouldn't think a person 
could get cold feet these hot days. 
But the fact is that in improp¬ 
erly ventilated offices. Tax Collec¬ 
tor Lamb says, there is a variance 
of some 15 degrees between floor 
and ceiling temperature, with cor¬ 
responding bad effects on figures 
and feet.

the normal treatment for the 
pests. 

Nuts are expected to start ma¬ 
turing late in August of early in 
September. Packing houses will 
commence operations about the 
first of October after growers have 
harvested and dehydrated a suf¬ 
ficient stock of nuts. 

Despite the smaller crop, little 
change is expected in the price per 
pound, Confer stated. Last year’s 
large crop has been sold, but will 
not be completely cleared from 
the markets when the new crop 
is ready, according to walnut mar¬ 
keting estimates. 

Checks Coming 

One note of cheer came today 
from Farm Advisor Harold E. 
Wahlberg, who announced that be¬ 
fore the end of July Orange coun¬ 
ty walnut growers will have re¬ 
ceived federal checks totaling $93,- 
000 for surplus 1935 walnuts 
turned over to the control board. 
The payment will be on a basis of 
two cents per pound. About 30 
per cent of the crop was tuined 
over to the board to dispose in 
by-products or foreign trade. 

An analysis by Wahlberg, pub¬ 
lished in the current issue of Dia¬ 
mond Walnut News, shows that 
the 1935 walnut season in this 
county was the first since 1929 
in which the average Orange 
county walnut grower received re¬ 
turns sufficient to pay for manage¬ 
ment and superintendence of his 
business above all costs, interest, 
and depreciation. 

"The average grower in a seven- 
year study received $33.13 per 
acre last year above his actual 
working time in the orchard, the 
latter being charged to labor cost 
at the rate he paid his hired help," 
Wahlberg reported. 

"Besides this management in¬ 
come, the average grower was 
able to pay $76.45 per acre for 
interest on his investment, $15.66 
per acre for depreciation, $25.51 
for harvesting costs, $16.35 for 
orchard labor, $14.74 for mate¬ 
rials, mostly irrigation rates and 
pest control materials, and $18.56 
per acre for cash overhead costs, 
including insurance, taxes and 
miscellaneous items.” 

He said total cash costs, not in¬ 
cluding interest and depreciation, 
were $75.06 per acre as compared 
with a seven-year average of 
$96.80. 

"New plantings do not appear 
to be Justified except under defi¬ 
nitely proved conditions of low 
cost per pound for high quality 
walnuts. Producers who have 
been unable to make a profit dur¬ 
ing the past several years on ma¬ 
ture orchards may find it advan¬ 
tageous to select alternative crops 
for the land now devoted to wal¬ 
nuts,” Wahlberg concluded. 4-

What price deer ? 

What price crops? 

The hunter and the farmer are 
becoming involved in an embar¬ 
rassing situation in the El Toro 
district. 

New crops of beans—tender 
beans—arc attracting the doe and 
its fawn, and the farmers have 
applied to the state game and 
fish commission for a permit to 
kill the deer which they main¬ 
tain are feeding on their crops 
and doing noticeable property 
damage. 

Under a recent permit 10 
’illegal’ deer were disposed of, 
and turned over to work camps, 
hospitals or charitable institu¬ 
tions, as required by law. 

Farmers are requesting a new 
permit to kill more deer. 

Until they mature within the 
next few weeks, the beans will 
be to the deer's liking, and addi¬ 
tional damage will be done un¬ 
less the farmers are allowed to 
kill the deer, or other means are 
taken to drive away the animals. 

W. E. Adkinson, county fish 
and game warden, realizes the 
loss to the farmer, but he also 
realizes the value of the deer. 

A buck is considered worth 
$125—alive. A doe naturally is 
valued more highly. 

And it is the doe that is bother¬ 
ing the crops. 

Some hunters believe the deer 
is being blamed for some of the 
damage done by rabbits. They 
agree, however, that the deer is 
doing its share of the eating, and 
that something must be done to 
protect the fanner. 

Adkinson is opposed to the is¬ 
suance of permits to kill more 
deer. 

He and others suggest the state 
commission send special men into 
the El Toro district to keep the 
deer away from the bean fields. 
The commission, it is reported, 
has balked at this suggestion on 
the grounds that by protecting 
the crops in one district it would 
be obligated to protect those of 
all the other districts. 

Preservation of both deer and 
the crops is desired. A joint 
meeting of Ike Waltonians and 
the farmers should be arranged 
lo discuss the problem.

Council To Cut Levy to 
70 Cents; Light Plant 
Shows Big Profit 


By l N. (BRICK) GAINES 


ANAHEIM. Announcement 
that the tax rate of the city of 
Anaheim will be lowered by at 
least 10 cents for each $100 of 
assessed valuation, bringing the 
late to an all-time low of 70 cents, 
was made at a city council meet¬ 
ing here last night. 

The good news for Anaheim resi¬ 
dents followed presentation of the 
annual audit of the city's books 
by Finance Commissioner Leo J. 
Sheridan, who reported that the 
city closed its fiscal year with the 
largest treasury surplus and the 
smallest tax delinquency that it 
has had in the past three years. 

Today the citv’s cash balance is 
$138,017, although $21,527 of that 
amount is encumbered, Sheridan 
reported, which leaves a total of 
$116,489 in available cash, which 
is more than at any time in the 
past three years. During the 1933- 
34 fiscal year the available cash 
reached a low mark of $64,395. 

Total revenues for the year just 
closed totalled $315,319, while ex¬ 
penditures were $297,490. These 
figures were slightly higher than 
those of the two preceding years, 
Sheridan told council members. 
The 1933-34 income was only 
$279,091. 

The tax delinquency figure is 
lower this year than in any of 
the past three years, the finance 
commissioner said, with only $17,- 
097 uncollected, as compared to 
$21,382 in 1934-35 and $22,487 in 
1933-34. Delinquency of only $156 
in business license fees sets a new 
record for that phase of tax col¬ 
lection, it was reported. 

Revenues from the city's muni¬ 
cipal electric plant showed a pro¬ 
fit of $93,201 and the city water 
department a profit of $24,846, the 
audit showed. Total bonded in¬ 
debtedness of the city was lowered 
to $524,737, as compared to $574,- 
487 three years ago.

Activities of the Santa Ana city 
library staff during the past year 
were pointed toward making the 
public acquainted with the library 
and bringing new and worthwhile 
books to attention of readers, ac¬ 
cording to the annual report filed 
with the city library board this 
week by Miss Ethel A. Walker, 
librarian. 

Miss Walker revealed an in¬ 
crease in the circulation of non¬ 
fiction works, a decided increase 
in juvenile circulation, and a de¬ 
crease in use of fiction and maga¬ 
zines. To the worn condition of 
fiction stocks was attributed the 
decline in use of fiction. 

Serious Heading 

Present trends in thinking and 
public interest were reflected in 
the report that the reference de¬ 
partment handled an increasing 
number of inquiries on economic, 
political and social questions. Sta- 
tricts, newspapers, and state and 
federal pamphlets were much in 
demand. Mining was reported a 
topic of particular interest. 

Receipts, including a 513,136.91 
surplus carried over from the pre¬ 
vious fiscal year, were 543,280.94, 
and expenditures 529,980.44, leav¬ 
ing a balance of $13,300.50. Other 
receipts were $27,912.57 from 
taxes, $1671.50 from fines, and 
$559.95 from rentals. 

Best Sellers 

Rental books are provided on a 
“cooperative” basis, receipts from 
rental of new books being used to 
provide other new books which 
could not otherwise be provided in 
the regular budget. The plan al¬ 
lows purchase of best sellers which 
are in wide demand. 

Five members of the staff gave 
52 book talks and play readings 
before 47 clubs, and gave two 
radio talks. During last summer 
eight story hours were conducted 
with an average attendance of 95 
children. 

Circulation Totals 

To bring new books to attention, 
they are segregated for six months 
under "new non-fiction” and “pop¬ 
lar fiction” headings. Improve¬ 
ments during the year include in¬ 
stallation of an inter-communi¬ 
cating telephone system, addition 
of tables and cahirs in the juve¬ 
nile department, improvement of 
the lighting system, and planting 
and renovating of the grounds. 

Average daily circulauon was 
1154 volumes, and average month¬ 
ly circulation 28,011. February, 
although tlm shortest month, 
showed the peak circulation of 
30,777 volumes. June, the last 
month of the fiscal year, however, 
showed the most consistent in¬ 
crease in circulation over last year, 
apparently pointing toward great¬ 
er use of the library in the com¬ 
ing year.

Finding that 50 per cent of the 
tomato fields of Orange county 
have been infected to some extent 
with tomato canker, a destructive 
bacterial disease new to this dis¬ 
trict, D. W. Tubbs, county agri¬ 
cultural commissioner, has issued 
orders against production of seeds 
from diseased plants, the commis¬ 
sioner revealed today. 

Canker was discovered east of 
Yorba Linda about two months 
ago, and a subsequent survey re¬ 
vealed infections throughout the 
county. First reported cases were 
in Stanislaus and other Northern 
counties in 1928 and 1929. 

Disease Imported 
Infections here were generally 
scattered in the earlier plantings 
: of market tomatoes, the plants for 
j which were largely imported from 
! Los Angeles county. 

The disease, Tubbs explained, is 
caused by the bacteria Aplano- 
bacter Michiganense, which disin¬ 
tegrate the tissue of the main 
branches of the plant. Badly af¬ 
fected plants do not produce any 
I considerable marketable crops, so 
that infections above 20 per cent 
1 mean a serious crop loss. Bacteria 
| are carried by the seed, and in¬ 
fections usually are traceable to 
j plants which have been grown 
from infected seed which have 
been grown in infected seedbeds, 
Tubbs said. 

Recommendations 
As the most effective remedy 
the commissioner is urging grow- 
. ers voluntarily to stamp out the 
disease by destroying the affected 
plants. Soil infections have been 
’ ; known to hold over as long as two 
3 years. 

Further recommendations are to 
, plant only soil which has not been 
planted to tomatoes for two years 
and to use disease-free seeds from 
" seedbeds which have not been in- 
. fected. Only seed from healthy 
? plants and extracted by the fer¬ 
mentation method should be used, 
plant experts state. Use of a dis- 
? , infecting solution on the seed is 
' j a further safeguard.

Calcium 
Needed in 
Mother’s Diet 


| Wash Hair 
Often 
In Summer

Sufficient food is most neces¬ 
sary for the health of the expect- ' 
ant mother, since the baby acts 1 
somewhat like a parasite. '■ 

It takes what it needs from the • 
mother’s blood and often leaves 1 
her with an insufficient amount '• 
of certain elements to preserve her i 
own health. 

That is the reason that so many 
women lose their teeth and become 
weak when pregnant. The baby ■ 
requires such a large amount of 
calcium to build its own bony 
structure that the mother suffers 
from lack of it unless she receives 
an increased supply. 

Deficiency of calcium and vita¬ 
min D also accounts for defective 
teeth in children. It leaves the 
mother weak and sickly. If she j 
nurses her baby, still more of her 1 
strength is required and she grows 
sick from lack of proper food. 

She principal source of calcium 
is milk and cod liver or other fish i 
oils. 

The principal source of calcium 
in meat, fish, eggs, cheese. For 
many years, meat and eggs were 
not considered a proper food for 
expectant mother, as they were 
supposed to cause kidney trouble, 
This idea has been proven to be 
wrong and a liberal supply should 
be eaten. The ca-bohydrates 
which aie supplied in cereals, 
break, caae, sugars and many of 
the fruits and vegetables are not 
needed, particularly in the large 
quantity that many women take. 

The patient who gains more 
than four pounds a month during 
the last half of pregnancy is eat¬ 
ing too much of these foods. The 
fats, such as cream, oil, butter, 
and meat fats, are needed to some 
extent. The excessive consump¬ 
tion of these foods often leads to 
heartburn. Butter is much needed 
because it furnishes considerable 
vitamin D. 

Swelling of the feet frequently 
occurs during pregnancy. It often 
follows too much citrus fruits such 
as oranges, lemons and grape¬ 
fruit. Too much salty foods and 
the excessive use of baking soda 
to relieve heartburn may cause 
swelling of the feet. If swelling 
does occur, a physician should be 
consulted at once to be sure that 
there is no specific cause.

Hair needs twice as much care 
in the summer to keep it silky, 
fluffy and fragrant. The scalp per¬ 
spires freely in the warm weather 
and hats and even the hair itself 
tend to prevent evaporation. As 
a result the hair may acquire an 
unpleasant odor unless washed at 
least once a week. 

You can give yourself a satisfac¬ 
tory shampoo at home if you have 
a good shampo preparation. 

After two or three liberal suds¬ 
ings, rinse your hair thoroughly 
with a hand spray and warm wa¬ 
ter from the tap. When you have 
removed as much of the soap as 
possible with plain water, use a 
special rinse to bring out the hid¬ 
den lights in your hair. There are 
I some new rinse preparations that 
\ cut away the soap curds that tend 
to leave a film on the hair after 
even the most careful rinsing with 
plain water. 

Shampoo every week if neces- 
sary. Some of you find that warm, 
humid weather increases the flow 
of oil and leaves your hair quite 
oily. 

If you spend a great deal of 
time out of doors, you may be 
troubled with dryness, instead of 
oiliness. You should shampoo less 
frequently—every two weeks may 
be often enough for you.

FOLLY IN SPEED LAW 

(San Diego Sun) 

A motorist arrested for running 
down and killing a small boy, who 
darted out into the street in the 
path of his car, was acquitted re¬ 
cently when it was found impos¬ 
sible to prove that he had been 
driving faster than 35 miles an 
hour the legal speed limit on the 
street where the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

The motorist himself admitted a 
speed of 30 miles an hour. Wit¬ 
nesses said vaguely that he was 
going "between 30 and 40," and 
in the absence of anything more 
exact, the charge against him 
collapsed. 

Such a case illustrates the fal¬ 
lacy of trying to insure highway 
safety by setting a definite, hard- 
and-fast speed limit. A speed that 
is perfectly safe on one street may 
be criminally dangerous on trie 
next one. 

Thirty-five miles an hour is a 
moderate pace on a through boule¬ 
vard; on a residential street, j 
where many children are playing, | 
it is insanely reckless.
